
Chipmunks, Squirrels Not 
Pets, Warns Health Officer

Pet stores in Los Angeles 
County arc soiling chipmunks 
and squirrels for pets illegally, 
according to Dr. K. H. Suther­ 
land. I-os Angeles County 
Health Officer.

Dr. Sutherland warned the 
practice, besides being illegal, 
is also a hazard to the buyer. 
The small animals may possi­ 
bly be carriers of infected 
fleas that may transmit organ­ 
isms which cause bubonic 
plague or typhus fever, he 
added.

An ordinance, passed in 
1939, prohibits the sale, impor­ 
tation, exportation, and trans­

portation of chipmunks, golden 
squirrels, and other wild ro- 
dentt in the unincorporated 
areas of Los Angeles County. 

Dr. Sutherland warned in­ 
dividuals are unwise to pur­ 
chase or catch the small wild 
animals for use as pets. They 
may appear healthy, he said, 
but still be the means of trans­ 
mitting disease germs.
